To the School Board and Citizens of Nottingham: 


I have the honor to submit herewith for your considera- 
tion my first annual report as superintendent of your schools. 

During the first term of the school year covered by this re- 
port, seven schools were maintained in town with enroll- 
ments varying from 6 to 31, At the close of the fall term the 
Mountain school was discontinued and the pupils there con- 
veyed to the No. 1 School at Deerfield, leaving six different 
schools, which were continued for the ‘balance of the school 
year of 33 weeks, with the exception of the Independent 
School which, owing to sickness, had its year decreased by five 
weeks. 

The superintendent ‘has regularly visited these schools on 
an average of about once in two weeks. At the beginning of 
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these visits all schools were tentatively graded in accordance 
with the State Program of Study and the work to be done by 
each grade somewhat definitely defined. 

At subsequent visits classes in the different grades were in- 
expected in the different grades and the textbooks to be used. 
class accomplished a definite amount of work during the 
year. It has been the aim of the superintendent that classes 
should advance regularly in all subjects and not be far ad- 
vanced in some subjects and very much deficient in others, as 
is sometimes the case in ungraded rural schools. 

At these visits, also, teachers were shown what was to be 
expected in the different grades and the textbooks to be used. 

The attendance during the year in some of the schools has 
not been all that could be desired. Many absences occurred, 
however, on account of the epidemic prevailing at the time. 
In other cases, however, it seemed that pupils were absent 
from sessions without a good and sufficient reason. Parents 
should bear in mind that the main business, and the only legal 
business, of every child between the ages of eight and sixteen 
is to attend school for every day that the school is in session, 
unless the child has completed the work of the eight grades. 

A child who is at all irregular in attendance not only falls 
behind ‘his class but soon loses interest in all school work. 
Much criticism of the results of school teaching would be 
eliminated if every child would approximate a perfect at- 
tendance. 

Some supplementary reading matter has been introduced 
during the year. ‘This, by making the reading lessons more 
interesting to the child, will tend to improve the quality of 
the reading, which is the foundation stone of about every 
other study in the school curriculum. 

During the summer vacation a distinct forward step in ad- 
vancing the educational interests of the town was taken by 
the school board in remodeling the school building at the 
Center, combining the Square school with this school and 
making a somewhat modern two-room building. The four 
lower grades are now in a class room by themselves under the 
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instruction of a teacher and the four upper grades are placed 
in the other class room. This arrangement should make for 
more interest and better instruction, as the individual classes 
are larger—thus affording more competition and there are 
fewer grades for the teacher to handle, allowing thereby a 
longer period for each class. The seats and windows in this 
school are now so arranged as to admit light from only the 
left and rear of the pupils as is now required by law. 

It is recommended that some similar arrangement be made 
at the Gebig School during the coming summer and the pupils 
in that part of the town be conveyed to that school. 

The outhouses of all the school buildings in town are not 
as they should be and it is recommended that this matter re- 
ceive attention before the opening of another school year.
